The U.S. House of Representatives on May 25 voted to authorize 
funding for work on Alternate Illinois 159 in Edwardsville, Rep. 
Richard J. Durbin (D-Ill.) -has announced. 

Durbin worked to include the funding authorization in the 
National Highway System Designation bill (H.R. 4385) which was 
approved by.a vote of 412 to 12. e 

Specifically, the bill authorizes $6 million for the construction 
of Alternate Illinois 159 in Edwardsville. The project would 
construct approximately 2.2 miles of two-lane highway between 
Illinois 159 and Center Grove Road and South Main Street where 
the.highway would reconnect with existing Dlinois 159. 

“Building Alternate 159 would reduce congestion in downtown 
Edwardsville, without disturbing development,” Durbin said.

Services Secretary Dr. Donna 
Shalala urged greater personal 
responsibility as a way to reduce 
health costs during a visit to the 
Metro-East area. 

‘“People need to start taking 
more responsibility whether it’s 
not smoking, wearing 
motorcycle helmets or practicing 
safe sex,” she said May 27 
during an appearance in 
Fairview Heights. 

Rep. Jerry Costello, 
D-Belleville, had urged her to 
visit and discuss the need for 
health-care reform, which he 
called ‘‘critical to our nation and 
this entire region.” 

Shalala said the most 
important issue with a 
health-care system is to work 
with the people 

“People will actually have 
problems with the system and 
want it to change,”’ she said. 
“We'll get a plan and get a step 
forward.”” 

Because Costello represents a 
“«full-range of people here”’ 
(economically), Shalala said she 
felt it was important to come 
address questions.in-the area, 

omething has to happen 
(with health-eare),’’ she said. 
“Congress had to take a big step 
because there are too many 
people who-get up.to go to work 
in the morning and have no 
health care.”’ 

*Costello agreed that Congress 
hAs to recognize all the problems 
concerning health care and

«It’s all about working 
Americans,”’ he said. ‘‘There is 
ah_estimated 37 million 
Americans who aré uninsured.

Community will

The Tri Cities Area and 
Mitchell, in particular, has lost a 
community leader, a friend, and 
a great gentleman with the 
passing of Ferdinand Segar, or 
Ferd as his friends called him. 

Segar died May 6 at Anderson 
Hospital at the age of 88 
following a short fall off a ladder 
and surgery for a blood clot. 

He was born Nov. 18, 1905, on 
Chouteau Island and spent much 
of his life there where he worked 
42 years as a farmer. On the 
island he served 12 years as the 
Superintendent of the Atkins 
School.and several years on the 
school board there. 

The students loved him and 
were always delighted to meet 
him — even now when they have 
become parents and - 
grandparents. 

Segar wore many hats during 
his long and active life. He 
served over 50 years on the 
Chouteau Levy Board and was 
employed for three years with 
the Illinois State Highway 
Department. While he was 
employed with the highway

department, the state of Illinois 
honored him with the 
Outstanding Achievement 
Award. It was presented to him 
at a banquet at the then famous 
Lewis and Clark Restaurant in 
Alton. During this time, his 
peers voted him Man of the 
Year. 

Segar was one of the very few 
Republicans in the area when he 
ran for and was efected as 


miss Ferdinand Segar 


Chouteau township precinct- = § 
committeeman. He served eight » 
years. He also served 20 years} = 
‘on the Committee for Clean Air 
in Alton. 


In 1978, a group of seniors 
from Mitchell invited Segar to 
take a leadership roll in forming* 
a senior club in Mitchell. In 
September of 1978, the Chouteau+ 
Township Senior Citizens was =; 
chartered. = . 

Segar became the club’s first-= 
president. He remained a loyal 3; 
member and served in many 
positions with the club, including 
chairman of the legislative 
committee. 

Although he was in his 80’s 
when the seniors created the 
Golden Acres Senior Park, 
adjacent to the senior’s hail, he 
was not only very supportive of 
its formation, but bought and 
planted flowering trees and was 
active in the upkeep of the park. 

Throughout the years with all 
of his activities, Segar still had 


- time to attend and support his 


church, the St, Paul Church of 
Christ on Highway 157 just east 
of Mitchell — always with his 
wife Sally by his side.

At Marissa, a few summers 
ago, I got a closer view of 
Schulte’s methods by 
volunteering for a camp he held 
at the school for grade school 
and high school youngsters. 

Some of those players were 
the same ones who helped 
Marissa to the Trico Regional 
title, and my guess is some of 
them will return this summer, 
not only to learn more from the 
veteran coach but to assist in 
the teaching of the incoming 
Meteors players. 


AS A COACH of baseball, 
volleyball and basketball, 
Gghulte not only has coached 
state championship teams in 
baseball, but has reached the 
state finals level in the other 
sports. Reaching 1,000 victories 
this spring (500 in baseball) is 
no surprise for Schulte...

class golf course architect is at 
the helm. 

Fazio is regarded as~ the most 
popular course designer today. 
In a Golf Digest poll of 430 low- 
handicap golfers published in 
November, Fazio was named 
America’s favorite golf course 
designer by a wide margin. 

In fact, one of Fazio’s newest 
designs-—~-Shadow Creek Golf 
Course in Las Vegas was 
ranked eighth on a list of Ameri- 
ca’s 100 greatest golf courses, 
even though the course is just 4 
years-old: s 

Fazio was in St. Charles last 
week to take a look at the prog- 
ress on The Bluffs and to deter- 
mine whether the course needed 
any fRe-tuning before 28 acres 
of zoysia grass sod is applied to 
its undulating fairways. He 
walked each dirt fairway on 
each hole, surveying the land- 
scape, looking for ways to make 
it better. 

“Right now it’s like a painting 
that’s just getting started,’ he 
said. ‘Before, it was just a piece 
of canvas that didn’t look like 
anything. We need to put a 
frame around it so the features, 
some-of them admittedly subtle, 
will stand out.”’ 3 

Fazio's brush strokes last 
week included reshaping sections 
of a couple of bunkers, shaving 
off a small hillside to make the 
green more visible from the fair- 
»Wway_and_ adding a_sand_trap to 
the approach to one greén. 

“We're always re-evaluating 
the design,’’ Fazio said. ‘‘You 
don’t just put a golf course pro- 
ject down on paper and then put 
it in the field.” 

But you do start on paper, 
namely a topographical map of 
the area, Fazio reads ‘‘topo’’ 
maps like a symphony conductor 
reads music. He can “‘see’’ a 
golf course lurking in the hills 
and valleys, in the. ridges and 
ravines, and among the thou- 
sands of majestic trees that cov- 
er the site. 

“The scale of this property is 
substantial; it’s a spectacular 
piece of ground,’’ Fazio said 
“We have a lot of freedom he 
to create a quality golf course. 

And even though Fazio’s 100 or 
so golf course designs have been 
hailed nationwide for their quali- 
ty, the North Carolina. designer 
is determined to make his cours- 
es accessible to everyone who 
plays the game. 

Several times ‘during during 
his daylong tour of The Bluffs, 
he explained why he filled in 
ravines with 30 feet of dirt, or 
scraped truckloads of ground 
from-nearby—hills_to.deposit-it-in 
the middle of a fairway. 











“We're worried about the guy 
who’s going to top his drive off 
the tee,’’ Fazio said. ‘‘Some- 
times the land was _ too strong, 
too bold. We had to soften it 
here and there, create some gen- 
tle valleys so the high-handicap- 
per can enjoy his day here.” 

Playability is such a strong 
aspect of Fazio’s repertoire, he 
most often locates hazards on 
the left side” of the hole. By 
doing so, he figures the average 
golfer, who tends to hit shots 
that travel left-to-right, will be 
able to steer clear of trouble 
more easily. 

At The Bluffs, Fazio has 
placed sand bunkers in places 
where they could more easily 
catch errant shots, saving golf- 
ers a trip into the woods to find 
a lost ball. He also has sha 
the .course in ways that allow 
short-hitters:an opportunity to 
see the green, even if they aren’t 
in a prime position to reach it. 


“Tt’s easy to build a golf 
course for scratch players that 
have 18 championship-caliber 


holes, but who would play it?’’ ~ 


Fazio said. ‘‘We have to take 
care of the average player. He’s 
the guy I build golf courses for.”” 

If Fazio has a design philoso- 
phy; it is to bring balance, vari- 
ety and playability to his 
designs. At The Bluffs, every 


hole fits tike-a-puzzle—piece-into— 


the. overall picture. He’s varied 
the layout by mapping holes 
through valleys, across ridges, 
over ravines, around doglegs 
and up and down hills. No two 
holes have the same look. .

In the hopes of reducing those 
startling numbers, Let’s End 
Teenage Suicide (LETS) held its 
second annual celebrity charity

untry Club in St. Charles. 


“We have one major fund rais- 
er a year and this is it,’’ said 
Catherine Elsea, a psychothera- 

ist and co-founder of LETS. 
‘This is our major support. 
LETS is trying to-educate people 
on the warning signs _of suicide. 
Suicide is a janent solution 
to a temporary problem. Most 
kids don’t want to die, they just 
want their pain to die. 


“This is not just a golf tourna- 
ment for the people involved. 
It’s in their hearts and_prevent- 
ing suicide is the underlying 
cause here.”” 


Former St. Louis Blues player 
Doug Wickenheiser, John Rog- 
ers, Ron Koenig, David Lipsitz 
and Gary Siegried won the tour- 
nament in a shoot-out playoff. 
The first LETS tournament was 
held Aug. 30, 1993 and raised 
approximately $31,000. 





“We changed it this-year to an 
earlier date because we wanted 
to be one of ‘the first tourna- 
ments out,’’ Elsea said. 


Elsea was not sure of final fig- 
ures from Tuesday but she was 
hoping LETS doubled last year’s 
figure. 


“This year, we have a silent 
auction agd we doubled the num-

ber of teams,’’ Elsea said. ““‘We 
had a great turnout...And- our 
volunteers and sponsors have 
been wonderful. The contribu- 
tions they’ve made have been 
tremendous.” 


Last year, the tournament was 
held on just one course with 24 
foursomes. This year, the tour- 
nament was played on both the 
east and west courses at Whit- 
moor and.45 teams participated. 


Elsea and Ruth Volk founded 
LETS in 1988 after Volk’s 16- 
year-old daughter, Nicole Kafi- 
gian, atlempted suicide. For the 
past eight years, Kafigian has 
remained under 24-hour care in 
a nursing home because of the 
severe brain damage-that the 
attempt caused. 


Elsea, who owns a private 
practice in psychotherapy, was 
Kafigian’s psychotherapist. 


_ . LETS is an educational out- 


reach program organized to 
develop awareness of teenagers 
contemplating suicide. Statistics 
show that every 90 minutes a 
teenager dies from suicide and 
every 90 seconds a_ teenager 
attempts to commit suicide.
